and other offers at the expense of 
Turkey. These all came to nothing 
for various reasons. 


One document, it is added, deals 


with a proposal to hand over Kavala 
to Bulgaria if Bulgaria joined the 
entente allies. Another 
concerns 
Great Britain's offer of the island of 
Cyprus to Greece, which lapsed ow- 
ing to the refusal of Greece to help 
Serbia.

FOR WIFE'S MURDER

Waueeon, O., Dec. 1.—One of the 


most sensational murder trials that 
has been held in Ohio in years will 
begin here Monday morning when 
Frederick 
Lehman, a well 
to do 


young Fulton county farmer, charg- 
ed with the murder of - his "wife ' at 
their -farm northeast of Swanton on 
the morning 
of 
September 17, is 


placed on trial. 


The .wife was found murdered in 


her home with a bullet wound in her 
brain. 
The husband told officials 


that three bandits attacked him- in 
his barn sometime arouad midnight 
and that after shooting and clubbing 
him they entered his home and -rob- 
bed it and murdered his wife. 


Two days later young Lehman was 


arrested and charged with the mur- 
der of his wife, after the sheriff had 
found a revolver hidden under the 
milkhouse on the Lehman farm. Leh- 
man was arrested at his wife's grave. 


Subsequently Mrs. Elsie Fenton, 


a neighbor woman, confessed to Ful- 
ton county authorities that she and 
Lehman had held intimate relations 
jrnd had reached an 
agreement by 


which she was to obtain- a divorce 
and marry Lehman 
"if 
anything 


happened to Grace." Grace was the 
name of Lehman's wife. 


Court officials 
are 
making ar- 


rangements to take care of hundreds 
of persons who expect to crowd the 
courtroom to hear the case. Because 
of the prominence of the Lehman 
family, the case has attracted un- 
usual interest.

WAR STAMP TAX 


EFFECTIVE TODAY

Washington, Dee. 1.— The 
war 


stamp taxes counted upon by treas- 
ury officials to produce $100,000,- 
000 annually as part of the great 
revenue measure enacted by con- 
gress? last October became effective 
today. 
From beginning of today's busi- 


ness hours every broker, exchange, 
clearing house and person engaged 
in stock, produce 
or merchandise 
transactions must keep strict account 
of the taxable dealings. The inter- 
nal revenue bureau has issued com- 
prehensive regulations 
to 
govern 


the collections. 
The taxes do not 


apply to bonds, notes or other instru- 
ments issued by the United States. 
by any foreign government or by any 
state or similar governmental sub- 
division or to stocks and bonds of co- 
operating building and loan associa- 
tions operated exclusively for their 
member5 and loaning only to their 
shareholders, or to mutual ditch or 
irrigating companies.

MOPERN \WARFAREf 


H 


ISTORY certainly has an 
interesting way of repeating 
itself. With almost every 


new dispatch from the western 
front where the world war is ra- 
ging one reads of the part the 
British "tanks" are playing in 
the attacks. 
This modern engine of war 


nas been one of the spectacular 
developments of the trench fight- 
ing and has caused almost as 
much comment recently as the 
submarines. In the illustrations 
above it will be seen however 
that the so-called "tank" had its 
forerunner long before cannon 
and shells were invented. The 


is fet latest pic* 


ture of the British tank taken 
on the battlefield near the Vimy 
Ridge. The other one is a re- 
production of the fearsome ma- 
chine that 1). W. Griffith built 
for his great production of "In- 
tolerance." In the Babylonian 
portion of the Gnflith story this 
engine plays a stirring part in the 
narrative. It issues from the 
gates of Babylon just when the 
army under Cyrus seems about 
to be overpowering the hosts 
under the command of Bclshaz- 
zer. 
You will glean from these 


names and the locale that this 
ancient "tank" played its part 
in a world conflict about 2,500 
yens before title present engines 


of war were dreamed of. 


Griffith is free from any claim 


that the modem war suggested 
this idea to him. In the cylinders 
unearthed in Mesopotamia ar- 
cheologists found accounts of a 
terrible machine which was man- 
ned by a volunteer crew of 
Babylonians and which was sent 
out to fight the Persian hordes 
under Cyrus when the battle 
seemed to be going against them. 


Griffith built this machine 


after the descriptions of the old 
records and endeavored to pro- 
duce the effect of it just as 
the cuneiform tablets have band- 
ed the record down to posterity. 


TAMK>. 


As this portion of "intoler- 


ance" was made before the 
present war broke out and there- 
fore anticipated the modern 
"tanks" by many months it 
can be charged up as another 
instance of history repeating it- 
self. An examination of the 
two photographs herewith repro- 
duced will show a striking simi- 
larity in the general idea be- 
tween the two engines of destruc 
tion even though history shows 
us that there is a lapse of twenty- 
five centuries between the peri- 
ods of their utilization.
